Ldo not well know, what to fay to yours concerning M.Heve- 
lius. Mean while 5 the intereft of truth , and the obliging manner, 
he has treated me with , engage me to anfwer him ,. in the matter 
of the Comets :. lam perfwaded, I (hall convince him 5 but fince he- 
hath taken the iUu/lrious Royal Society for Judge , I accept thaL 
with all my heart.

A JDefcription 
of a Swediih Stone, which affords Sulphur, Vitriol, 

Allum, and Minium. 

This was communicated to the n. Society by Sk Gilbert Talbot 
Knight , a Worthy Member of that Body , as he had received it 
in Denmark > being his Majeflies Extraordinary Envoy there-, as 
follows, 

THere is a Stone in Sweden of a Yellow Colour , intermixed 
with ftreaks of white (as if compofed of Gold and Silver) 
and heav, withal. It is. found in firm Rocks , and mm in Veins,
